Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Muxlow,  and  Gentlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  second  and  last  report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  district  for  the  year  1947. 

The  vital  statistics  are  satisfactory,  the  Birth  Rate  of  19.94  shows  an 
increase  on  the  previous  year,  and  the  Death  Rate  has  decreased  to  12.95. 
Infant  mortality  is  25.97  which  is  an  improvement  from  last  year.  The 
Birth  Rate  exceeds  the  Death  Rate  by  6.99  per  thousand  of  the 
population. 

The  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  are  being  well  maintained. 

The  incidence  of  Zymotic  diseases  gave  no  cause  for  anxiety. 

My  tenure  of  office  with  the  Council  has  been  a  pleasant  one  and 
I  am  grateful  to  the  members  of  the  Council  for  the  support  which  I 
have  received  from  them  at  all  times.  I  acknowledge  also  the  assistance 
and  advice  which  it  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  enjoy  from  the 
executive  officers  during  the  past  two  years.

NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 
Area.  The  area  of  the  district  is  3,777  acres. 


Population.  The  Registrar-General  has  estimated  the  civilian  resi¬ 
dent  population  for  the  mid-year  1947,  to  have  been  15,440  persons. 
The  natural  increase  in  population,  the  excess  of  births  over  deaths, 
amounted  to  108. 


Deaths.  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned  to  the  district  after 
adjustment  for  inward  and  outward  transferable  deaths  by  the  Registrar- 
General  was  200,  as  compared  with  215  in  1946.  The  recorded  death  rate, 
based  on  the  estimated  population  was  12.95  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  14.13  for  1946.  The  local  death  rates  and  the  number  of  deaths  for 
the  quinquennium  1943-1947  together  with  those  for  the  Administrative 
County  and  for  the  country  as  a  whole,  were  as  follows  :

A  list  of  the  causes  of  death  classified  according  to  the  International 
List  of  Causes  of  Death,  1938,  is  given  in  Table  No.  1,  page  17,  whilst  the 
history  of  some  of  the  principal  causes  of  death  is  shown  in  table  No.  2, 
page  18. 

Cancer  accounted  for  7%,  diseases  of  the  circulatory  system  for  57%, 
Tuberculosis  4%,  and  respiratory  diseases  for  8%  of  the  total  deaths. 

Births.  The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  was  308 
as  compared  with  270  in  1946.  The  rate  per  thousand  of  population  was 
19.94  as  against  17.74  for  1946.  The  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole  is 
20.5.  The  trend  of  the  birth  rate  together  with  other  vital  statistics  from 
1898  to  1947  are  given  in  Table  No.  4,  page  19.

Stillbirths.  The  number  of  stillbirths  registered  was  six  which  is 
the  same  as  for  1946.  The  rate  was  .38  as  against  .39  in  1946.  The  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  .50. 

Further  details  of  the  rates  for  1934-47  are  given  in  Table  No.  5, 
page  20,  together  with  rates  of  illegitimacy  and  masculinity  of  birth. 

Illegitimate  Births.  Ten  illegitimate  births  (7  male  and  3  female) 
were  assigned  to  the  town  as  compared  with  15  in  1946.  This  is  equiva¬ 
lent  to  a  rate  of  32.46  as  against  55.55  the  previous  year. 

Maternal  Mortality.  One  death  was  assigned  to  maternal  causes, 
and  it  is  the  first  since  1938. 


Infant  Mortality.  The  number  of  infants  who  died  before  attaining 
their  first  birthday  was  8  (4  males,  4  females)  giving  a  rate  of  25.97  per 
1,000  live  births.

Neonatal  Mortality.  This  subdivision  of  the  infant  mortality  rate 
includes  all  infants  who  die  within  28  days  of  independent  existence. 
Four  of  the  eight  babies  who  died  in  their  first  year  of  life  were  neonatal 
deaths,  thus  giving  a  rate  of  12.94  per  thousand  related  live  births,  which 
is  half  that  of  last  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES. 


Laboratory  Services.  The  laboratory  work  associated  with  the 
diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases  is  carried  out  at  the  Emer¬ 
gency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Northampton  General  Hospital,  North¬ 
ampton. 

Diphtheria  Antitoxin.  A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  kept  at  the  Public 
Health  Department,  Swanspool,  Wellingborough,  and  also  at  the  Fever 
Hospital,  Wellingborough.  This  is  available  free  of  charge  to  medical 
practitioners  for  use  in  the  town. 

Ambulance  Service.  This  is  provided  by  the  Rushden  and  District 
Motor  Ambulance  Association.  They  have  2  motor  ambulances.  The 
number  of  journeys  made  and  mileage  covered  for  the  years  1943-47  were  :

Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics.  The  Antenatal  and  Postnatal  Clinic 
is  held  every  Tuesday  morning  at  10  a.m.  in  the  Wesleyan  Church  Rooms, 
Queen  Street.  The  Child  Welfare  Clinic  meets  in  the  same  building  on 
the  Wednesday  afternoons.  The  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Clinic  which  acts 
as  a  local  out-patients  department  of  the  Manfield  Orthopaedic  Hospital, 
Northampton,  holds  its  clinic  in  the  above  rooms  every  alternate  Friday. 
For  four  months  during  the  year,  while  the  Church  rooms  were  being 
redecorated,  the  above  services  were  held  at  Moor  Road  School. 

Hospitals.  Cottage  Hospital .  The  hospital  is  staffed  by  a  physio¬ 
therapist  from  Northampton  General  Hospital  and  the  treatment  is 
supervised  by  the  staff  from  the  hospital. 

Isolation  Hospital.  The  infectious  disease  cases  are  taken  to  the 
Wellingborough  Isolation  Hospital.  During  the  year  two  cases  were 
admitted  from  Rushden.  The  precept  levied  by  the  Joint  Hospital 
Board  was  £563  for  1947.  The  hospital  in  the  Bedford  Road  is  reserved 
for  Smallpox  cases  only,  and  is  let  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital  Board 
by  the  Council. 
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SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT 


Water  Supply.  The  bacteriological  standard  of  the  water  during 
1947  fell  into  Class  1  of  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Classification  for  piped 
water  supplies.  All  the  water  supplied  by  the  Higharn  Ferrers  and 
Rush  den  Joint  Water  Board  is  filtered  and  chlorinated  before  being 
passed  into  supply.  Chemical  analysis  of  the  treated  water  from  the 
three  sources  of  supply  showed  that  the  water  was  safe.  The  total 
hardness  of  the  Sywell  supply  was  18  parts  per  100,000,  the  Wollaston 
supply  40  parts  per  100,000  and  that  from  Wymington,  which  is  now 
only  used  for  emergency  purposes,  has  a  total  hardness  of  49  parts  per 
100,000. 

A  water  with  hardness  over  30  parts  per  100,000  should  be  softened. 
There  is  no  action  on  the  lead  pipes. 

At  the  end  of  May  it  was  noticed  that  the  consumption  in  Rushden 
and  Higharn  Ferrers  began  to  rise  and  continued  to  rise  at  a  fast 
increasing  rate,  until  the  point  was  reached  when  consumption 
exceeded  the  pumping  capacity  of  the  11"  rising  main  and  it  was 
found  necessary  to  restrict  supplies  to  the  area  of  distribution.  In 
order  to  increase  the  supply  the  existing  6"  main  from  the  Wollaston 
Works  to  the  11"  main  from  Sywell  was  duplicated,  and  this  resulted 
in  32,000  gallons  per  hour  being  pumped  from  the  Wollaston  Station. 
Due  to  the  abnormal  draw  off  by  the  bulk  supply  towers  en  route,  the 
quantity  reaching  Rushden  Bedford  Road  Reservoir  did  not  exceed 
18,000  gallons  per  hour.  Consumption  still  exceeded  this  rate  of  pumping. 
Restricted  supplies  were  necessary  up  to  the  end  of  July.  Thereafter 
consumption  fell  off  and  normal  daily  supplies  were  maintained  apart 
from  the  restriction  imposed  from  11  o’clock  at  night  when  low  pressure 
supplies  were  maintained  from  Wymington  Road  Reservoir.  This,  in 
effect,  cut  off  25%  of  the  area  of  Rushden  from  supply  during  the  night. 

Work  on  the  provision  of  a  new  12"  rising  main  from  the  Wollaston 
Pumping  Station  to  the  Bedford  Road  Reservoir  was  commenced  in 
September.  The  contract  for  the  new  High  Level  Water  Tower  at 
Bedford  Road  was  commenced  for  the  provision  of  supplies  to  the  Court 
Estate  and  for  better  pressure  supplies  at  the  high  level  parts  of  Rushden.

Sewage  Disposal,  Drainage  and  Sewerage.  Due  to  the  provision  of 
certain  works  carried  out  in  connection  with  the  surface  water  drainage 
system,  no  flooding  occurred  in  1947. 

The  Sewage  Works  are  maintained  in  a  good  state  of  repair  and 
carefully  managed  by  the  Sewage  Works  Manager.  With  the  growth  of 
population  and  the  increase  in  the  number  of  factories  in  Rushden,  the 
sewage  works,  though  adequate  at  the  time  of  erection,  now  appear  to  be 
overloaded  and  preliminary  investigations  have  been  carried  out  by  the 
Council  Surveyor.

Closet  Accommodation.  The  houses  in  the  Area  are  provided  with 
closets  and  flushing  cisterns. 

Disinfection.  Concurrent  and  terminal  disinfection  associated  with 
Infectious  Diseases  was  carried  out  by  liquid  and  gaseous  disinfectants. 
Steam  disinfection  was  carried  out  at  the  Council’s  disinfection  plant. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs.  Two  rooms  were  disinfested  during  the  year. 

Swimming  Baths.  The  open-air  swimming  baths  are  maintained  in 
a  satisfactory  manner.  The  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  bath  water 
showed  that  the  filtration  and  chlorination  plant  functioned  efficiently. 

During  the  season  3,613  adults  and  12,656  children  paid  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  the  baths  and  in  addition  visits  were  made  by  organised  school 
parties  and  season  ticket  holders. 

Movable  Dwellings.  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269.  No 
licences  were  granted. 

Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction  Act,  1919,  and  Infestation  Order,  1943.) 

Advice  and  assistance  have  been  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  when 
required.  A  scheme  for  the  destruction  of  rats  in  sewers  was  carried  out 
during  the  months  of  June  and  July  when  approximately  1,200  rats  were 
destroyed. 

Public  Cleansing.  Controlled  tipping  is  carried  out  at  the  Councils’ 
two  Refuse  Tips,  Bedford  Road  and  Wellingborough  Road.  The  number 
of  vehicles  and  the  weight  of  the  refuse  collected  were  :

HOUSING 

The  housing  problem  still  remains  very  acute — there  were  500 
applicants  for  Council  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year.  During  1947  work 
was  commenced  on  66  permanent  prefabricated  and  30  traditional 
houses.  None  of  these  houses  was  completed  by  the  31st  December, 
1947,  but  43  houses  which  were  commenced  prior  to  1947  were  com¬ 
pleted. 

During  1947,  4  licences  were  issued  for  private  houses  and  the  houses 
were  completed  before  the  end  of  the  year. 

3  houses  and  1  shop  store  were  converted  into  6  flats.

Appropriate  action  has  been  taken  where  necessary. 

Ice  Cream.  55  inspections  were  carried  out  in  connection  with  the 
sale  of  Ice  cream.  Ten  samples  were  taken,  four  were  bad.  Advice  was 
given  in  appropriate  cases  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors. 

Food  Premises.  The  Sanitary  Inspectors  visited  the  food  premises 
in  the  town.  The  total  weight  of  food  (other  than  meat)  found  to  be 
unfit  was  30  cwt. 

Livestock  (Restriction  on  Slaughtering)  Order,  1940.  The  Sanitary 
Inspector  had  to  devote  much  of  his  time  to  the  Meat  Inspection  at  the 
Rushden  Industrial  Co-operative  Society’s  Slaughterhouse  in  Bedford 
Road,  which  is  controlled  by  the  Ministry  of  Food.  During  the  year 
309  visits  to  the  slaughterhouse  were  made  and  11,458  carcases  examined. 
51  tons  of  meat  and  offals  were  condemned.  The  previous  year  462 
visits  were  made,  14,640  carcases  examined,  50  tons  of  meat  and  offal, 
were  condemned.  A  summary  of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors 
is  given  in  Tables  Nos.  6-9,  pages  21-23.

Smallpox.  No  cases  were  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever.  Nineteen  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  18 
during  1946.  Two  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria.  For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  case  has  been 
notified. 

Diphtheria  Prophylaxis.  The  following  table  gives  the  details  of  the

The  above  statistics  take  no  account  of  children  immunised  by 
private  arrangement.  The  immunisation  clinic  is  held  by  the  County 
Council  Health  Department  at  Alfred  Street  School,  on  the  first  Saturday 
of  each  month. 

Measles.  219  cases  were  notified  as  against  26  cases  during  the 
previous  year.  189  of  the  cases  were  notified  in  July  and  August.  212 
cases  occurred  in  children  of  fifteen  years  and  under.  The  epidemic 
was  mild  in  character.  A  detailed  analysis  of  the  age  and  sex  incidence 
is  given  in  table  No.  10  page  24,  together  with  similar  details  for 
whooping  cough. 

Whooping  Cough.  Fifty  cases  were  notified  as  against  fifty- three 
in  1946.  There  was  one  death,  a  child  of  one  month.

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  One  case  was  notified.  There  were  two  cases 
the  previous  year. 

Pneumonia.  Ten  cases  were  reported  as  against  thirty-four  last 
year.  There  were  seven  deaths  from  pneumonia. 

Influenza.  No  notifications  were  received  but  there  were  two  deaths 
from  Influenza  “  transferred  in  ”  to  the  District  by  the  Registrar-General. 

Erysipelas.  There  were  6  cases  notified  as  compared  with  8  cases 
in  1946.  5  of  the  cases  occurred  amongst  adults  between  45  and  65  years 

of  age. 

Tuberculosis.  No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre¬ 
vention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  or  under  Section  172  of  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1936,  during  1947.  18  cases  were  notified  as  com¬ 
pared  with  15  in  1946.  16  cases  (9  male  and  7  female)  had  pulmonary 

infections  and  2  cases  (both  male)  had  non-pulmonary  lesions.

The  total  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at  the  end 
of  1947  was  119  (71  male  and  48  female).  15  Rushden  patients  were 
admitted  to  the  Rushden  House  Sanatorium  and  8  were  discharged 
during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis  After-Care.  The  Rushden  Tuberculosis  After-Care 
Committee  still  continues  to  carry  out  its  excellent  work  amongst  the 
tuberculosis  patients  in  the  town.  On  the  average  28  patients  and  8 
families  have  received  grants  of  milk  and  40  Christmas  vouchers  of  10/- 
each  were  distributed.  Patients  from  Rushden  in  the  Sanatorium 
received  a  gift  of  5/-  each  month.

THE  FACTORIES  ACT,  1937. 

In  the  case  of  all  factories  the  provisions  as  to  Sanitary  Conveniences 
are  on  the  whole  satisfactorily  maintained.  In  those  factories  where 
mechanical  power  is  not  used  provisions  as  to — cleanliness,  number 
employed,  temperature,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors — there  was 
no  cause  for  serious  complaint.  There  was  no  action  necessary  in  respect 
of  homework  (Sections  110  and  111).  Form  572  (Revised)  has  been 
abridged  and  is  given  as  Table  No.  15,  page  27.
